The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants claim a mobility modifying cyanine dye comprising a compound of the 
formula recited in claim 42. The closest prior art of record is to Cummins et al, WO 99/05221. 
Cummins et al teach cyanine dye having a structure with at least three positively charged N or P 
or S atoms. The compounds of this application have a substituted alkyl-aryl directly attached to 
the N of the pyrrole group. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the compounds described in this 
application.
